Hcemed to warrant the iiBSump'ion that 
middlemen lire nccefifinry to effect the 
distribution of products and thus to 
form a connecting link between the pro- 
ducer nnd the consumer. The middle- 
men have in many cases presumed upon 
this assumption and managed to take, 
the lion's share of the profits for them- 
selves. Kot only this, but they have 
frowned on every attempt of the grow- 
ers to combine, trying to retain a mon- 
opoly of combination for themselves. 


"The only way to fight tho middle- 


men is with their own weapons, that is, 
by combinations of producers, and if 
fiuch com hi nation a bo made and curried 
on properly, we incline to think that the 
ultimate consumer would Ixs Ixmcfited. 
Certainly tievcrul nets of charges which 
tho consumer hat) to pay would 1* elim- 
inated, mid Ihc natural consequence 
would bo that the producer would get 
more while the consumer would be 
compiled to pay no more than at 
present.
